Reiterating its Earnest Appeal 
lor a Penny a Meal." Alpha Gamma 
Delta sorority reopened this week 
its fund drive for the benefit of de- 
serving university students. The 
three week drive, ending February 
12. although it was openly lauded by 
both university authorities and stu- 
dents proved so financially unsuc- 
cessful that the organization in 
order to approach any fitting meas- 
ure of return for its efforts is neces- 
sitated to extend the drive for an 
additional period 

During the whole of last semester 
money in the Student Loan Fund 
has been at an exceedingly low 
<bb. There has been hardly enough 
surplus to care for earnest and needy 
students. There were some, perhaps 
who hearing reports of the situation 
discontinued their university careers 
rather than attempt that which un- 
assisted they would have been un- 
able to do. 

Attempts have been made this 
semester to remedy this condition 
tn most instances the question has 
been one of finding a workable plan 
i hat is also approved by university 
authorities. Realizing the situation 
and desirous of contributing their 
• lions to so meritorious an under- 
taking. Alpha Gamma Delta present- 
ed the plan o! a mite box drive. 
Under this plan, ail money collected 
was to be presented, not as a loan, 
but as an unattached gift to truly 
deserving students. 

The plan Is workable only so far 
as other orgaiuzations and individ- 
ual students cooperate Up to this 
ime such cooperation has not been 
given. In many instances the miL- 
boxes have been returned empty: in 
other cases they have been wanton- 
ly destroyed. Where such has been 
the case the boxes, themselves, para- 
doxically enough, have taken from 
rather than added to. the funds ac- 
cruing, for the boxes had to be re- 
placed at a cost 

When any organization engages in 
so unselfish an undertaking— Alpha 
Gamma Delta is receiving no finan- 
cial reward whatever the results of 
the drive— as this sorority ha* and 
receives so little cooperation from 
other organizations as has been of- 
fered to date, the effect can be hard- 
ly other than disheartening Doubt- 
less students have been careless 
They will redeem themselves and 
'heir organization- during the sec- 
ond period of the drive.

Dear Sir: 

At 7"45 Sundav night, the 
University of Kentucky Wild- 
cats, sore in body and soul from 
their valiant attempt to brine 
home a championship to their 
Almn Mater, arrived in Lexing- 
ton to be welcomed at the sta- 
tion, to quote a somewhat sar- 
castic sports reporter, by "ex- 
act lv six high school students, 
five co-eds. five men students 
of the university, four univer- 
sity employees and a Herald 
reporter." 

To excuse such an occurence 
is impossible Nothing that one 
might sny renllv excuses such 
an Instance of apparently gross 
disloyalty to a team which has 
marie so glorious a record and 
broucht such whole-hearted 
praise from all part* of the 
country upon themselves nnd 
the university. Indeed, to judge 
from appearances there seems 
to have been hardly a state or 
school In the South which ap- 
parently was not more Interest- 
ed In the outstanding ability of 
the Wildcats and their progress 
in the athletic realm than was 
Kentucky. This, at least, seems 
to be the opinion of interested 
sports writers and the public in 
general. 

It Is only Just, however, to 
present a defense for the stu- 
dents of the university, for in 
spite of appearances it must be 
admitted that this particular 
occurrence was not entirely 
their fault. That University of 
Kentucky students are truly in- 
terested in the work of the team 
has been evidenced throughout 
the year by their excellent at- 
tendance and enthusiastic sup- 
port at the games Last year 
when the team arrived from 
Atlanta quite a large represen- 
tation of the student body was 
there to greet them The rea- 
son for the difference between 
that occasion and the one Sun- 
day Is obvious to one who views 
the situation clearly— in this 
case the students did not know 
what time the team would ar- 
rive. A few telephone calls to 
fraternity houses or dormitories 
would have been sufficient. I 
firmlv believe, to bring out a 
creditable group of supporters. 
Sunday being a dav when stu- 
dents are not on the campus to- 
ge'her. therp was no way in 
which the news could be spread 
except bv work on the part of 
interested parties or organiza- 
tions The question to be asked, 
it seems to me. is not "Where 
were the students?" but "Where 
were those who should have in- 
formed the students as to the 
time the twgin would arrive 
and rallied them for a meeting 
at the station?" 

Mv purpose Mi thus placing 
the blame is not to attack anv 
particular person or group of 
persons, but to assure the team 
as well as outsiders, that it was 
lack of information rather than 
lack of interest that was the 
cause of th<» deplorable situa- 
tion Sunday night. I ffrmlv be- 
lieve that the student body as 
a whole is Intensly proud of 
the Wildcats, and am anxious 
that the team and the public at 
large realize that fact
